JR: WHAT WHERE YOUR AMBITIONS, IF ANY, WHEN YOU BEGAN XXX? DID YOU EXPECT BEING 
ABLE TO CONTINUE AFTER THE PRODUCT SINGLE? 


JZ:Although the Product 45 "I Like The Angles" b/w “At The Midway" was XXX-01 I 
had in point of fact issued two previous releases. The first being a seven-inch 
maxi-single "Save Me” b/w “Tellyphone" by Green Sex in 1980. This was a limited 
numbered edition of 500 on the Innersleeve Records label (IR-01). This was 
followed by the Ze-Wizz-Kids cassette EP on Wizz (Wizz-1 reissued XXX-12) so 
that by the time I formed Sleep Chamber I had enough confidence and encouragement 
to continue and disseminate my own and others’ material under one uniform yet 
compatable label. 

I presumed ther'd be a period of slow yet steady growth but little expected 
the snowballing effect we've experienced. 


JR« IS THERE A SPECIFIC SPACE YOU RECORD AND REHEARSE IN? IF NOT, 
INOT HAVING SUCH SPACES? 


IS IT DIFFICULT 


JZ: I've no permanent recording or rehearsal area at the moment though I do 
appreciate Robrt Fripps' concept of remaining a small and mobile unit since main- 
taining a degree of portablity is a primary concern to me at this period. The 
physical space is of secondary importance compared to the dimension of time which 
I am confined and limited by. I've found that keeping my set-up flexable enables 
me to make use of the time available more efficiently. 

Unfortunately it's this same scarcity of time which has forced me to respond 
to a series of prepared questions instead of engaging in a more spontaineous 
interview with you. 


JR: DO YOU FIND THAT MOST ARTISTS ARE WILLING TO CONTRIBUTE TO YOUR VARIOUS 
COMPILATIONS SUCH AS “THE OBLIQUE COLLECTION";"A TASTE OF THE BIZARRE" ;"OTHER 


ISOUND"MAGAZINE; XXXMAS ETCETRA... WITHOUT MUCH DEBATE OF SPECIFICS? 


JZ: I'd say that most contributers are aware that it's my job to coordinate the 
various musics into a consistant whole and are conscientious enough to realize 
that, say, a sixteen minute piece, would mean the exclusion of another artist due 
to time restrictions on the compilation and are therefore willing to interact 
with a minimum of arrogance or temperment associated with a lot of so-called 
“professionai big-time musicians". 


[ors WHAT IS THE PURPOSE OR IDEA BEHIND USING SEXUALLY BIZARRE DRAWINGS/PHOTOS? | 


JZ: I find the graphics of interest not so much for thier erotic or obscene 
content but as provocative images of intimate expressions of obsession, compulsion, 
and experimental relations. The purpose is to evoke an emotional and mental 
responce and not to excite prurient interests or promote exotic sexual practices 


as some have accused. 


JR: ARE YOU LEARNING AND EVOLVING ARTISTICALLY AS YOU WORK? 


JZ: Well, any exploration,artistic or otherwise, cultivates a sense of awareness, 
go even an unsuccessful effort or attempt instills a kind of enlightenment. As 
far as any aspirations or development is concerned any progress ideally will be 
enhanced through a distillation or refinement process of ideas and expression. 


As far as I kmow NWW are a 2-man ensamble from London who idolize 
John Cage. They are a sonic noise industrial outfit who have released about 
6 albums on the UNITED DARIES lable,and have compositions on about a dozen 
compilations-(ELEPHANT TABLE MUSIC,THE PALE PLAQUE,RISING FROM THE RED SANDS) 
to name a few. 


For some reason their albums are extremely rare editions of only a 
couple hundred copies of each. However...word is that UNITED DARIES will again 
release all the NWW LP's again. 

The Compilations can be found easyer,they ‘contain what I think are 
absolutely remarkable excursions into sound exploration. 


The first piece of music I heard by them was “Duelling Banjos" from 
the “HOISTING THE BLACK FLAG” compilation on United Daries,and on my first 
listening I was absolutely convinced that NWW were great.Never in my life 
had I heard an electronic sound sculpture which screamed its way deep into 
my brain and left me totally shattered and amazed!! It was love at first 
listen. Another amazing NWW compision can be heard on Vol.#1 of RISING 
FROM THE RED SANDS compilation. Its called "the strange play of the mouth" 
and this piece is actually pretty! It begins with a woman singing in a 
strange language which they put thru a loop and then manipulate it ever so 
softly. The electronic music slowly creeps its way up to the surface and 
overwhelms the voice. Simply Wonderful. It is my years choice for "Song of 
the year". 


NWW also has contributed to the album compilations "Fur Ilse Koch",& 
“An Afflicted Mans Music Box”,both industrial collections contain exclusive 
NWW cuts that no listener should be without. ; 


Out of the UK comes a 2-man experimental band know to the underground as 

NURSE WITH WOUND. They started in 1979 with an album known as "CHANCE MEETING 
ON A DISSECTING TABLE OF A SEWING MACHINE AND AN UMBRELLA"-only 500 copies made 

(John Fothergill and Steve Stapleton are THE NURSEw/WOUND) 

Side 1 opens with"two mock projections" and "The six buttons of sex appeal", 
a great wall of sound containing noises,guitar,and miscellaneous dialoue. 

Side 2 contains a 28 minute track called “Blank capsules of embroidered cel- 
-lophane} which is filled with more dialogue and speaking that makes little 
sence but has a very strange feeling about it. 


The second NWW album “TO THE QUIET MAN FROM A TINY GIRL",,is more noisey . 
electronics and tape pieces mixed in. In the mesh of sound you hear someone dig 
-ging a hole through the wall of guitar electronics and clutter of noises.0On 
this album NWW is joined by Jacques Berrocal who plays Tibetan oboe and pocket 
trumpet. Again more voice is used in the compositions,,its very dark and deep, 
it encompasses the hole digger and the voice starts to vomit. On the flip side 
is "OSTRANENIE" more found vocals and electronics,and as with all NWW composi- 
-tions..percussion that rattles,bangs,and thumps throughout. 


The third LP by NWW "MERZBILDSCHWET" is probally the rarest and most sought 
after. It contains two 25-minute pieces, The first "“DADAx" and the flip"Futur- 
-ismo"are where the keyboard and percussion fight it out over a female vocal,, 
again all very strange and wonderful. 


i The fourth LP by NWW was titled “INSECT AND INDIVIDUAL SILCENCED",now this 

| is where most of you people reading this come in,Right?...well,all other albums 
are as far as I know 500-only,and impossible to find. 

h Side 1 opens with. "Alvins funeral-(the milk was delivered in black bottles) 
which is a great assortment of tape noises and percussion pieces. Side two 
contains “Absent old queen underfoot" and "Multiles de guerre" ,more noise,voice 
and percussion. 

NWW uses alot of tape loops and has to be one of the best when it comes to 
tape manipulation. They are also very fond of spurts of"noise",whether its a 
-John Cage record used in segments or taped sounds treated to feel like bursts 
of purcussion,,its all mixed together to form that certain bizarre sound that 
only NWW gives off. 


: NWW has a new LP out,but again...we are already having problems finding a 
copy(!) Watch for NWW label:UNITED DARIES discography & info next issue. 


LP-"Wizzards" by J.D.EMMANUEL 


Side one opens with very hypnotic synth weaving, it conjures up visions from 
the sound washings. Textures so soft and rhymic that it causes states of dreamy- 
=ness. While listening to this record in the store I noticed that the people who 
listened had a stare in their eyes and almost looked like they were in a trance 
state,very relaxed and tranquil. 

While one keyboard rhythms the other travels,both go on endlessly in a form 
of motionlessness. 


On side two,the keyboard is used almost like a purcussion sound,the other is 
played into,through,and in & out of the rhythm.Again,a very hypnotic effect is 
caused. Music for dreaming,or total relaxation while being conscious. 

One track has a subliminal sounding motion under the music that is very quiet, 


yet effective through the fast moving rhythms and pulses. The overplaying key is 
Slow and graceful. 


This music works like a drug,sinks in slowly...then goes to work on your brain 
like butter melts on hot bread. 


LP-"Rain Forest Music" by J.D.EMMANUEL 
This album opens up with tropical birds in a warm summers morning,soft and 
fresh are the notes played in the forest. 
Like a beautiful morning shower in the forest-so is the music,,like 
a natural feeling for sound,the organic piece used in the music is as important 
as the synthetic one. Together they form a display for the mind of beauty and 
grace,not just being in a Rain Forest, but being in a Rain Forset alone. 
Side two is more still and quiet,sound of the surf and solo synthesizer 
makes another alone place in this mood setting. 
Like Brian Eno's “Ambient 4"-(0n Tandy the artist combines natural sound 
with synthetic silence to create a mood of awareness, 


Both these albums by J.D.EMMANUEL come highly recommended,the are both 
on pure virgin vinyl.

NegativeLand - "A Big 10-8 Place” 


This is the third release from these tape whiz-kids from Concord,California and 
probably thier best. 


It must take hours to put these tape manipulations together for these sound 
montages just won't quit. 


None of it makes any sence, but it all seems to flow right along. The manipulations 
are almost exactly like Nurse With Wound but less sinister and more comical. 


Parts could pass for a sound effects record or a stereo test record. All very 
clean sounding and funny at times, it keeps you listening,and your full interest 
is taken for a ride through the entire length of the album. If you listen with 
more then three people it's like a ride through an avant garde fun house which 
seems to be thier view of thier home turf ( a Portion of which you receive along 
with the extencive packaging ) 


None of the tape pieces last more than ten seconds with thousands put together 
to form a collage of noise,voice,and sound. 


Other portions of the album include silly accoustic songs and nonsence type tunes 
all showing thier sence of the absurd. 


The packaging is great.containing a poster, bumpersticker, inserts, ticket stubs, 
etc. 


This is the best party album of all time, Although they do try to be a bit 
strange it's all comical . 


VIOLENT music 


Or..--now known as “Noise" and/or "Industrial Music",its really 
been around for years known as MUSIQUE CONCRET. 

Today more than ever this music is becomming more popular within 
the ‘underground music scene,starting hundreds of groups & artists of this style 
to bring together their'version' of this musical sound. 

Almost always the music is harsh,abrupt,and viole: 
any lyrics that are used linger in the depts of violence,death 
sex,and topics of this nature. 


Some of the more well-known and only slightly successful leaders of 
this music include: THROBBING GRISTLE, ,SPK,,NON-(aka BOYD RICE), ,M.B. (MAURIZIO 
BIANCHI),, WHITEHOUSE, ,and NURSE WITH WOUND. 

Other upcomming groups & artists include :HUNTING LODGE, , LUSTMORD, ++ 
P16/D4, ,CONSUMER ELECTRONICS, , ESPLENDOR GEOMETRICO,RADIO FREE EUROPE, , NERVOUS 
GENDOR, ,HIDIOUS IN STRENGTH, , DEVATION SOCIAL,and many ,many others. 


Most of this music is very effective,and of taste for industrial 
sounds-(heavy duty, overdone ,extreme). But as everything else there are a few of 
little interest,some copy-cats...and some not worth the listening time. 

And as with everything else again...for each band or artist-is a 
different style of the music-which makes the interest far better than when they 
copy other groups. THROBBING GRISTLE was,and now is,gone,so why try to copy the 
style they started when your own style is new'or different. Because they had a 
taste of glory,this is no reason to make you think you will also share in the 
same glory. TG and their art-electronic music and pranks caused a landslide of 
people to follow along,trying their best to be a part of TG's world.

. SPK,probally the second “main-hine"--industrial group has many many 
rumors that follow its cult doom legend. Like members being from mental clinic's 
and death schools. Although, if you've even been to one of their shows the rumors 
could almost be true. In performance they use medical slides and films on brain 
operations ,mutation,mental pathology,and other films that other than medical 
people would find very sick and taste-less. 


The reason that such items and idea's are used is because that in 
this real world people have to be stunned before the pay any notice. 

The most effective methord of effect is when you use emotion, the 
more emotional,the stronger the effect.,the listener is forced to respond to a 
direct aim on their emotional feelings. 

How else to use your music as a weapon put to use violence in it,if 
you use emotion in your music-you can expect emotion, if its sad emotion you can 
cause sadness,if its happy you can happyness--but again...only if you are good 
at what you do. Music is control,it is power... but only if you know how to use it. 


Industrial music has more than one side...this music is a weapon.... 
only to cause emotion,some industrial musicians are anti-socialists and sadists, 
their music is a form of pain they wish to infect others with,either to show or 


to give. Whichever it ends up,its what painful emotional that is caused.

UNDERWHICH AUDIOGRAPHICS 


The Underwhich Organization in Toronto Canada has been releasing a series 
(16 to my knowledge) of limited edition cassettes for a few years now. 

Primarily concerned with exploring the bounderies of improvisational 
vocal and tone sonics they variously intrigue and annoy. 

Of the six works we'll examine,five feature keyboardist and composer 
Richard Truhlar either solo or in collaboration. 

The initial tape "BEYOND THE RANGE” (#4 in the series) is a compendium 
of works by the group OWEN SOUND,recorded between 1977-79 at several gallerys 
and Art festivals and is the most embrionic effort here. 

The overall impression is of a group of pretentious loft artists perfor- 
-ming to an audience of espresso-sipping,shades-bedecked hipsters grooving to 
constipated scat and dopey doo-wop, Its conceptual art with the concept being 
“Man overboard". “BEYOND THE RANGE" is beyond endurance. 

Number seven "Manicured Noise" with Truhlar and reed player Steve Mc- 
-Caffery contains a treated sax execution of "Stormy Weather",a wry hoage to 
Hubley's Gerald McBoing Boing and a few flanged orations and short wave solil- 
-oquies tediously prolonged. The most interesting piece here is "Whites Journel" 
which sounds like an artic explorer typing his diary while a Yeti trys to burrow 
into his shelter. 

TEKST appear on releases nine and fifteen with"Avatamsaka's Wave Packet" 
and “Unexpected Passage” respectively. The pivotal members being Truhlar (once 
again)and Mara Zibens. It is here where conceptualization becomes fully realized 
at times sounding vaguely reminiscent of John Hassell,Paul Horn,and Paul Beavers 
work with synthesizer-tone effects in the film "War of the Worlds"on "A,W.P" 
then moving into a more playfully tranquil and melodic vein only to degenerate 
into more wheezing and gurgied electronic throat clearing and emotionless word 
play on "U.P." 

"Kali'’s Alphabet" is number fourteen in the series and is a Richard 
fruhlar solo effort. As with the vast majority of one man projects there is the 
lack of imput and leavening which leads to redundent indulgences. Congested 
rumbles and chirps around which bring to mind Jay Chattaway's “MANIAC"soundtrack 
yet extended to the point where the impact wanes into monotony. 
The most recent acquisition we've recieved is a number sixteen by......., 
"“PHENOMENONSEMBLE”. Itis the most exceptional and the most erratic of the work: 
covered here. Evoking images of a nocturnal visit to a Tibetian market place 
with ambient percussion,wind chimes,and vocal tones as well as the characteristic 
yelps,yowls,squeeks and bleats,with every tapping,rapping,ticking and tooting to 
keep you fascinated,should you enjoy listening to a steam radiator clanking on a 
cold morning. There is a Lori Anderson caricature but ue cine. no Richard 
Truhlars.
